Cops on defensive 

Police lawyer claims officer in Hyde case 'did a good job'

Halifax Regional Police 
went on the defensive yes¬ 
terday as new questions 
arose in the fatality inquiry 
of Howard Hyde. 

Hyde, a schizophrenic, 
was Tasered by police after 
being arrested in November 
2007. He died 30 hours later 
in jail. 

The inquiiy learned yes¬ 
terday the doctor who treat¬ 
ed Hyde after he was 
Tasered sent an order to po¬ 
lice saying the man should 
be returned to the emer¬ 
gency room unless a psychi¬ 
atric evaluation was or¬ 
dered. 


What happened to that 
note hasn’t been deter¬ 
mined, but Hyde never 
made it back to the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Hyde was taken to hospi¬ 
tal after he struggled 
with police, was 
Tasered and showed 
signs of distress. He 
was later taken back 
into police custody 
to be booked for new 
charges involving as¬ 
saulting a police offi¬ 
cer. 

On Tuesday, Const. 

Gyles Gillis faced 
questioning for not telling 
his colleagues Hyde was 
schizophrenic and not tak¬ 
ing Hyde directly to hospi¬ 
tal when he was arrested.

Yesterday, police lawyer 
Sandra MacPherson-Dun- 
can made the case Gillis did 
his job properly. 

She noted Hyde had a his- 
toiy of violence and pointed 
to police procedures 
about keeping poten¬ 
tially violent people 
away from the pub¬ 
lic. She also had Gillis 
talk about how police 
do not get special 
treatment in emer¬ 
gency rooms and 
could spend hours 
waiting with a pris¬ 
oner. 

In her questioning, 
MacPherson-Duncan also 
said there was a high level 
of drug abuse in North Dart¬ 
mouth where Hyde was ar¬ 


rested, which can be diffi¬ 
cult to distinguish from 
mental health problems. 

Gillis agreed, saying he 
did not believe they had 
“reasonable probable 
grounds” to hospitalize 
Hyde. He agreed Hyde be¬ 
ing arrested wearing only 
shorts in zero degree 
weather was “not surpris¬ 
ing given drug addiction 
levels.” 

“All we have to do is 
watch an episode of Cops to 
see how frequent that is af¬ 
ter midnight in any com¬ 
munity,” MacPherson-Dun¬ 
can said. 

MacPherson-Duncan told 
the officer that given the 
circumstances, “You did a 
good job.” 


Swine 
flu hits

“The advice that we’ve 
received from the medical 
professionals is that there 
is absolutely nothing to be 
concerned about,” Grotri¬ 
an said yesterday 
afternoon. “We’re looking 
forward to a fantastic final 
show.” 

The final performance 
was scheduled for last 
night at the Halifax Metro 
Centre. 

Grotrian said a flu 
outbreak among Tattoo 
cast and crew members is¬ 
n’t out of the ordinaiy, ex¬ 
plaining it’s affectionately 
called “the Tattoo crud.” 

“They’re surviving on 
small hours of sleep and 
(are in) close proximity,” he 
said. “It’s inevitable that 
we get flu — this year it 
happens to have a name.” 

Grotian said 450 
members of the Canadian 
Forces are now being 
assessed for flu symptoms, 
with the same service being 
offered to about 300 others 
from foreign militaiy con¬ 
tingents.

MP says quit partisan politics 


funding liberal MP Geoff 
Regan is calling on the feder¬ 
al Conservatives to follow 
through on funding the 
four-pad arena planned for 
his area.

The city’s elected officials 
found out Tuesday the feder¬ 
al government won’t com¬ 
mit to the project, with 
Northwest Arm-South End 
Coun. Sue Uteck speculating 
politics may be at play. She 
pointed out that citizens 
elected a Liberal in Halifax 
West and voted in a New De¬ 
mocrat government. 

Regan said in his release 
“the Conservatives must put 
the needs of this community 
ahead of partisan politics.” 

But HRM Mayor Peter Kel¬ 
ly said he doesn’t believe 
politics are the problem.

Megeney, 25, of Stellar- 
ton died following a gun¬ 
shot blast to his chest on 
March 6, 2007. 

Earlier testimony dur¬ 
ing the court martial has 
suggested he was playing 
a game of “quick draw” 
with Cpl. Matthew 
Wilcox in their tent, 
shortly after returning 
from a 12-hour shift at 
one of the main gates 
protecting the fortified 
NATO compound. 

Megeney died about a 
half-hour later in a near¬ 
by military hospital facil¬ 
ity. 

Wilcox, 23, of Glace 
Bay, was charged last fall 
with manslaughter, crim¬ 
inal negligence causing 
death and negligent per¬ 
formance of duty, in 
Megeney’s death. 

He is a member of the 
2nd Battalion of the Nova 
Scotia Highlanders, based 
at the Victoria Park garri¬ 
son in Sydney.

Chinese troops move into Urumqi 


china Banks of paramili¬ 
tary police fanned out in 
the Chinese city of Urumqi 
yesterday to try to stifle 
unrest days after 156 peo¬ 
ple were killed in the re¬ 
gion’s worst ethnic vio¬ 
lence in decades. 

The city imposed an

Source of new flu virus on 
Canadian farm not clear 


Canadian officials don’t 
know how two 
Saskatchewan hog farm 
workers contracted a new 
flu virus, as the pigs tested 
so far on the 
farm where 
they work 
have demon¬ 
strated a com¬ 
mon flu 
strain, not the 
new virus. 

The new 
virus, which 
Canadian offi¬ 
cials an¬ 
nounced Tues¬ 
day and have 
reported to 
the World 
Health Organization, con¬ 
tains genes from a seasonal 
human H1N1 flu strain and 
a flu virus common in the 
swine population called 
triple reassortant H3N2. 

The virus is not connect¬ 
ed to the new influenza A 
(HINT) strain, also known 


as swine flu, that has killed 
429 people worldwide. 

“(The new virus) causes 
some concern because if it 
came from pigs, which we 
don’t know, 
it fuels the 
fire for peo¬ 
ple who view 
the pig as a 
mixing ves¬ 
sel (for flu 
viruses),” 
said Dr. Kei¬ 
th Campbell, 
national 
manager of 
animal biose¬ 
curity for the 
Canadian 
Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency. He was speak¬ 
ing at a conference in 
Saskatchewan hosted by 
the newly formed Canadi¬ 
an Swine Health Board. 

Campbell declined to 
speculate on other poten¬ 
tial sources of the new flu

“I’m ready to buy a 
house with my girlfriend, 
but I’m not buying a house 
with her father!” That was 
a client’s response when 
he understood the mean¬ 
ing of “co-signer.” 

The young couple I was 
working with required a 
co-signer for their mort¬ 
gage. Unfortunately, they, 
like many borrowers, did 
not understand the mean¬ 
ing of co-signer or appreci¬ 


ate how it would impact 
their ownership. 

The term “co-signer” is 
often used indiscriminate¬ 
ly- 

It could mean “guaran¬ 
tor,” which refers to a per¬ 
son who agrees to be re¬ 
sponsible for the debt or 
obligation of another. 

If a borrower does not 
make the required loan 
payments, the lender can 
turn to the guarantor for 
the money. 

While this is the defini¬ 
tion that many people are 
familiar with, it is rarely 
the type of co-signer that 
lenders demand. 

In the current world of 
mortgages, the term typi¬ 
cally refers to a “co-bor¬ 
rower.” When someone

lacks sufficient credit his¬ 
tory, or has inadequate in¬ 
come to qualify for a loan, 
a co-borrower can bolster 
an application to obtain 
approval. 

However, in addition to 
being responsible for the 
loan, the co-borrower must 
also own the property. 

This creates estate plan¬ 
ning issues, tax conse¬ 
quences, and practical im¬ 
plications that must be ad¬ 
dressed before borrowing. 

While owning a house 
with say, your girlfriend’s 
father, may complicate 


your life, it will also im¬ 
pact their personal state of 
affairs. 

Co-signing a loan will 
impact credit and will be a 
factor when calculating 
one’s debt-to-income ratio. 

It will directly affect the 
co-signer’s ability to secure 
additional personal loans. 

If you can’t qualify for a 
loan on your own, and a 
co-signer is required, don’t 
expect to be the sole own¬ 
er of your house. 

If you are not prepared 
to own the house with 
someone else, think twice 
before signing an agree¬ 
ment to purchase.

G oing camping or 
cottaging for a 
week or two is a 
summer tradi¬ 
tion for many 
families. If you’re lucky, 
you can go for more than a 
couple of weeks. Lazing 
about, relaxing, swim¬ 
ming, sunning, barbecu¬ 
ing, ahh. 

But wait a minute. Be¬ 
fore you get too comfort¬ 
able, did you remember to 
cancel the newspaper or is 
a pile of newsprint blow¬ 
ing all over your yard at 
home? Is your mailbox 
stuffed to overflowing 
while you cavort at some 
lovely northern lake? Is 
your normally well-kept 
city lawn starting to look 
like waist-high prairie 
grasses waving in the 
wind? 


If so, consider this: 
Everybody knows you’re 
not at home. And this is 
like an invitation to those 
who would be tempted to 
help themselves to what¬ 
ever might be of interest 
in your home. 

The trick is, of course, to 
make it look like you are 
at home when you are not. 
Cancel your papers, and 
ask a neighbour to pick up 
mail and flyers for you. 
The last thing you want is 
papers lying around your 
door practically broadcast¬ 
ing your absence. An un¬ 
mowed lawn can also give 
you away, so arrange for 
someone to cut it if you’re 
gone away more than a 
week. 

Use timers on lights, and 
set different times in dif¬ 
ferent rooms. Leave cur¬ 
tains open to avoid that 
“left town” look. Turn 
down or turn off tele¬ 
phone ringers that can de¬ 
liver a “not home” mes¬ 
sage to anybody who hears 
it from outside. Timers on 
TVs or radios can help cre¬ 
ate an illusion of someone 
being at home. Radio talk 


shows can be effective at 
creating the sound of a 
conversation in a house. 

Keep a car parked in the 
driveway, or ask a relative 
or a friend who lives near¬ 
by if they could leave their 
car parked in your drive¬ 
way while you’re gone. An¬ 
other way to create the il¬ 
lusion of “being home” is 
to have your neighbour 


(and you’d better be very 
nice to them from now on) 
take your trash or recy- 
clables to the curb on 
garbage pickup day and re¬ 
move it in the evening. 
(This is, providing your 
city workers are not on 
strike.) 

Ask family or good 
friends who live close to 
visit periodically, water 


the plants, check the 
house and just take a loolc- 
around. 

Also tell a trusted neigh¬ 
bour that you’ll be going 
away and for how long. 
Tell them about any 
planned visitors to your 
house (such as your wallc- 
around relatives or 
friends) during your ab¬ 
sence. Give them your 
number while you’re away 
in case of an emergency. 
Giving them a key might 
not be a bad idea either, in 
case they need to get into 
the house to check, for in¬ 
stance, a fire alarm that is 
sounding. 

While these kinds of 
precautions will create a 
lived-in look, other things 
are just security-minded 
reminders. Thieves, like 
the rest of us, are attracted 
to easy jobs. It’s worth the 
trouble to make their 
work more difficult — 
maybe they’ll just pass. 


When you go away, make 
sure windows are locked, 
and use a wooden strip in 
sliding tracks for extra se¬ 
curity. Double check that 
doors are locked, prefer¬ 
ably using deadbolt locks. 
And since garages some¬ 
times offer easy access in¬ 
to a home, make sure your 
garage door is locked and 
secure. 

Lastly, you might consid¬ 
er home alarm systems, as 
they make your home a 
less likely target for 
thieves. Plus some insur¬ 
ance companies offer a dis¬ 
count on property insur¬ 
ance if you install a moni¬ 
tored system. 

And once you’ve secured 
the home base, you can 
truly relax and enjoy that 
well-deserved vacation 
away from home.

FRESH, LOCAL Canadian peach¬ 
es are available from mid-July 
through late September. 

types Peaches fall into two 
major categories: Clingstone 
and freestone. Clingstone 
peaches have firm flesh that 
clings to the pit and are the 
first peaches available in sum¬ 
mer. Freestone peaches are 
available later in the season 
and have softer flesh that sepa¬ 
rates easily from the pit. While 
there is no difference in taste, 
freestone peaches are easier to 
cook with. 

BEST PICK When buying 
peaches, look for fruit that's 
relatively firm but yields to a 
gentle touch, with a smooth 
skin, sweet aroma and clear, 
creamy yellow background. 

The pink blush on a peach tells 
its variety, not its ripeness. 

STORING Ripe fruit should be 
stored in a single layer in the 
refrigerator for up to 5 days. 

FOR recipes As a guide, 3 to 4 
medium peaches equal 1 lb 
(500 g) or 2 cups (500 mL) 
sliced. A 3 L basket contains 
about 5 lb (2.2 kg).

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) grated

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Can there be another Michael 
Jackson icon in Internet era? 


The New York Times’ David Segal writes that the Internet has prob¬ 
ably spelled the end of fame on the level achieved by Jackson. 


The extravagant mourning 
for Michael Jackson has 
some critics wondering 
whether the pop singer’s 
global superstardom could 
ever be duplicated in an In¬ 
ternet era offering endless 
entertainment choices. 

Jackson’s sudden June 25 
death caused an outpour¬ 
ing of praise for the singer, 
whose 1982 Thriller album 
is the best-selling of all time 
with estimated sales of 50 
million copies. In death, 
Jackson’s personal scandals 
no longer seemed so impor¬ 
tant to his fans and those 
caught up in the moment. 

“In the world of YouTube, 
no one could occupy the 
worldwide effect of Michael 
Jackson’s Thriller,” said 
Jonathan Taplin, a Universi¬ 
ty of Southern California 
professor. “I was scouting a 
movie for Walt Disney in 
1983 in Congo, Gabon and 
Ivory Coast. All you heard 
on the radio was Michael 
Jackson,” said Taplin. 

The Internet has joined 
the world together in new 
ways and can elevate un¬ 
knowns to stardom in an 
instant, as illustrated by Su¬ 
san Boyle, the dowdy 
British singer who shot 
from obscurity to interna¬ 
tional fame when her per¬ 
formance on a British tal¬ 
ent show was posted on 


YouTube. 

But such fame is fleeting 
and one Internet sensation 
is quickly replaced by an¬ 
other. “There will be thou¬ 
sands of Susan Boyles, but 
no Michael Jacksons or The 
Beatles,” Taplin said. 

Before the emergence of 
cable TV and then the In¬ 
ternet, tens of millions of 
people regularly tuned into 
the same hit shows at the 
same time. Now, the Inter¬ 
net has flooded the world 
with choice and diluted au¬ 
diences. 

Dubbed the King of Pop, 
Jackson, 50, sang with his 
brothers in the Jackson 5 
before achieving solo star¬ 
dom with hits like Billie 
Jean and Beat It, which he 


promoted with boundary 
breaking videos on cable 
music video network MTV. 

But MTV no longer plays 
hours of prime time music 
videos and the Internet al¬ 
lows anyone to post songs 
and videos online. The New 
York Times’ David Segal 
wrote that this probably 
spelled the end of fame on 
the level achieved by Jack- 
son. 

“That’s why even 
Michael Jackson would 
have a hard time becoming 
Michael Jackson these 
days,” he wrote. “There is 
something sad about our 
infinite menu of options. 
It could very well mean 
the end of true superstar¬ 
dom.”

Da Vinci Code sequel

Like most first time 
filmmakers, director Dun¬ 
can Jones based his debut 
feature Moon on many of 
his favorite movies. 

In this case, the film 
comes out of a love of old 
science fiction movies like 
2001: A Space Odyssey, 
Alien, and Silent Running 
(Jones’ genre of choice 
should come as no surprise 
given that he is the son of 
Ziggy Stardust himself, 
David Bowie). 

Jones can trace the ori¬ 
gins of Moon back to his 
first encounter with lead 
actor Sam Rockwell. 

“Funnily enough the con¬ 
versation that Sam Rock¬ 
well and I had when we 
first met each other re¬ 
volved around a series of 
films like Outland, Silent 
Running, and Alien. Those 
were the ones that really 
spoke to us and we thought 
that there was no science 
fiction like that anymore,” 
Jones said. 

“They were more about 
surviving the hardships of 
that lifestyle than going 
from one set piece to the 
next a la Transformers 2. At 


the end of that evening I 
said ‘Look Sam. I really 
want you to be in my first 
film. I’m going to write 
something for you.’ And 
that’s where we started” 

Jones and Rockwell end¬ 
ed up with a film about a 
man isolated on the moon 
for three years who experi¬ 
ences a little Ren-and- 
Stimpy-style “space mad¬ 
ness” when he discovers 
what may or may not be his 
clone. 

The plot and themes 
come straight out of the sci- 
fi flicks from Jones’ youth 
— and surprisingly so do 
the effects. Jones shunned 
glossy CGI in favor of more 
tangible model effects. 

“We were shooting at 
Shepperton Studios which 
was one of the heartlands 
where all these old science 
fictions films were made 
and one of the guys who’s 
based there is this old Scots¬ 
man Bill Pearson who built 
one of the Nostromo mod¬ 
els for Alien,” he said. 

“He got all of these spe¬ 
cial effects old timers out of 
retirement to work on 
Moon. It was a bit of a last 
hurrah for these guys to 


work together and use the 
old model techniques. It’s a 
dying art. These guys are 
going to disappear unless 
people start using models 
again.” 

The effects work perfect¬ 
ly, but Jones admits that he 
didn’t use models purely 
for style. “The idea of using 
model miniatures was par¬ 
tially for the aesthetic of it, 
but also as a way to get an 
interesting stylistic look on 
a budget that wasn’t going 
to bust us.” 

Despite the fact that 
Moon presents a complete¬ 


ly believable sci-fi world, 
the film was made for a 
mere $5 million. It was a 
challenge for Jones, but one 
that he felt was worth the 
effort. 

“This was our first fea¬ 
ture and we really wanted 
to prove ourselves on a low¬ 
er budget. We really man¬ 
aged to put every cent on 
screen and I think we end¬ 
ed up with a film that 
shows there (was) a lot of 
blood, sweat and tears put 
into it.”

Brown’s U.S. editor, Jason 
Kaufman from Knopf Dou¬ 
bleday, an imprint of Ran¬ 
dom House, said in a state¬ 
ment that the book is 
“largely” set in Washington 
but “it’s a Washington few 
will recognize.”
